When the result was announced 
the convention recessed in a tornado 
of cheering until late in the after­ 
noon when it will select Mr. Cool­ 
idge’s running mate. The word was 
being passed along that Judge W. S. 
Kenyon of Iowa, a former chairman 
of the senate farm bloc, was the 
latest selection of the leaders clos­ 
est to the president, but neverthe­ 
less at least a half dozen others 
seemed to be still in the running.

The traffic safety committee of this 
countrywide 
organization 
recommends 
that one way of cutting down the number 
of bad collisions is to impound the vehicle 
where its driver has been adjudged guilty 
of careless and reckless driving in addi­ 
tion to visiting proper punishment on the 
driver himself. 
It also recommends that 
each community ought to keep careful 
records of accidents, especially those in 
which human life is taken. From a study 
of causes, a community can arrive at a 
better system of safeguards. 
Examina­ 
tion of drivers is listed as one of the de­ 
sirable provisions in striving 
to 
reduce 
motor accidents of wrhatever nature. 
It is accepted that the motor car is a 
very dangerous instrument in the hands 
of persons who are not sure of their con­ 
trol or wrho take deliberate chances in or­ 
der to gain distance. While it is generally 
conceded that such defiant drivers are in 
a distinct minority, nevertheless their per­ 
formances endanger the whole mass of 
motor vehicles as well as pedestrians. The 
students of motor casualties are constantly 
striving to bring down the total of acci­ 
dents through suggestions for safety and 
they 
have 
accomplished 
a great deal 
through the cooperation 
of 
considerate 
persons who have read their suggestions. 
The written or the printed word is not 
enough, apparently, to reach a small min­ 
ority and it is this small minority which 
needs to be checked 
for 
the 
common 
safety. 
While it is very encouraging, possibly, 
to remark that the accidents per motor 
vehicle are on the decline, it is shocking 
to note the mounting total. 
That sixteen i 
thousand deaths from 
motor 
accidents 
should have occurred in this country in 
1923 is indicative of a fearful toll of 
human life, a toll which must be to a con­ 
siderable extent within the bounds of pre­ 
vention.

How many of us had known that 
50 to 60 carloads of strawberries a day 
are run from those points to St. Louis and 
Kansas City, where the fruit is consumed 
or transhipped? 
The world, good-naturedly enough, has 
chosen to identify Missouri with the home­ 
lier, if more substantial, products of corn, 
hogs and mules. 
With our strawberry 
record this is a rather too one-sided de­ 
scription. 
It may attract plain, practical, 
hard-working people, as our population 
testifies, but strawberries could surpass 
the California rose, horticultural or movie- 
cultural, as a lure to all the world. 
Re­ 
gardless of the tariff and the foreign mar­ 
ket, some producers are netting $300 to 
the acre. 
Money farmers in Missouri may be 
doing badly as elsewhere, but there is 
same consolation in being poor if one may 
have on his table the fresh fruits of the 
soil and the barnyard—vegetables, straw­ 
berries, honey, cream and eggs—yes, and 
a goose, a ham or a suckling pig.

“Progressive tax reduction should 
be accomplished 
through 
tax re* 
form. It should not be confined to less 
than 4,000,000 of our citizens who 
pay direct taxes, but it is the right 
of the more than 100,000,000 who are 
daily paying their 
taxes 
through 
their living expenses. Congress has 
in the main confined its work to tax 
reduction. 
The matter of tax re­ 
form is still unsettled and is equally 
essential.
